When Shall They Be Civilized?

On the 
frontier there may be no court of justice, or danger that 
the court may be overridden. Kven this is no excuse 
for lynching and torture. But in our Southern states 
there is all the machinery for punishing any guilty- 
Negro by law no Negro ever was acquitted when 
there was a shadow ol evidence against him. They only 
lynch because it gratifies the cruel, savage, inhuman 
spirit that is in too many Southern men. But a bettrr 
day is at hand Let us start a new record for 1920!

COURT UPHOLDS

Hy unanimous decision (he Su- 
preme Court sustained the constitu- 
tionality of the War Time Pr->hibi- 
tion act on December 15. The de- 
cision was read by Associate Jus- 
tice Brandeis. He said that there 
waa "no basis for the contention 
that President Wilsons statement, 
in his message vetoing the prohibi- 
tion enforcement act that the war 
had come to an end, waa a procla- 
mation announcing the termination 
of the war."

Great Road Buldlng Projects, 

The I'nlted States has entered 00 
an era of good roads building. Be- 
tween July t, 1918, and November 
1, 191U, the agricultural department 
appro ved 1,845 rood projects, in- 
volving the Improvement of 12,100 
miles, at an estimated coat of approx- 
imately $181,143,044. Of this sum. ap- 
proximately $78.592. 167 represents fed 
eral funds Since the passage of the 
federal aid road act 1.927 projecta 
have been approved. Theee call for 
the construction of 18,596 miles of 
road at an estimated cost of $225,267.- 
847. of which about $95,488,140 will be 
by the federal government. Orat- 
progress also has been made Id 
with the national foreat 
n*d work. From July 1. 1918, to No- 
vember 1. 1919. 70 projecta. Involving 
923 miles of road, were approved, and 
plana were completed for the Improve- 
ment of 50 others, aggregating 94S 
miles. 

During the present and the next Oav 
cal year, there will be made available 
for road improvements at least $1,000.- 
000.000. Certainly few lawa. If any. hava 
produced greater results, either In 
terms of expenditures for a good pur- 
pose or In terms of helpful legislation 
and machinery, than the federal aid 
road act. It seems clear, In tbe cir- 
cumstaocea, that the principal limiting 
factora in tbe 1920 program will be 
those of rail transportation for and 
production of suitable road materlala. 
tbe contractors' organisation available, 
and the labor supply. The suggeslloa 
has been made that the federal super- 
vision of highways should be taken 
from the department of agriculture 
and placed under a federal highway 
commission. A bill having this por- 
pos.. In view has been Introduced In 
the aenate. It provldea for a federal 
highway commission of three, each re- 
ceiving a salary of $10,000 a y»ar. 

The commission Is 
to eelect or establish 
be comprised In t 
Ing requested the state highway de- 
partments to recommend routes, and 
to determine the order In which all or 
parts of such highways ahall be con- 
structed, reconstructed. Improved, re- 
paired and maintained. The federal 
government la to assume the mainte- 
nance of these roads. The commission 
Is furthermore empowered to take over 
the work of the department of agri 
culture relating to highway transporta- 
tion. 

The secretary of agriculture, Mr. 
Houston, la opposed to this plan. He 
haa said to congress that the legisla- 
tive body should bear In mind that 
(hla Is a big country and that the traf- 
fic conditions and need* vary greatly 
from section to section ; that tha state 
highway depart 111 enta, being In Imme- 
diate touch with local condition*, are 
beat able to claaalfy the road* properly 
on tha basla of the economic purpose 
which they may serve. The federal 
government, the secretary points out, 
under the federal aid road act. la co- 
operating in the Improvement* of the 
roads of greatest Importance, the 
tlon of which la fixed by the 
highway departmenta. It I* fur-

LATE SOWN WHEAT MAT MOT 
COME UP THIS FALL 

Because of the unprecedented 
rainfall of Outobcr and November, a 
great many formers were unable to 
get all their wheat acreage sown 
until the latter part of November. 
Sometimes the temperature during 
late November is too low to permit 
wheat to germinate. Usually, bow- 
ever, wheat will sprout because the 
soil still retains some warmth, but 
the young plants will not appear 
above the surface of the ground un- 
less there are several days of quite 
. As a matter of fact, 
: wheat is more likely 
to survive the winter, if it remains 
in the ground in this sprouted con- 
dition, than if It "comes up." Do 
not become discouraged if no plants 
show in late sown wheat fields, un- 
til spring; rather be encouraged, 
taj not abandon these fields until 
you are certain that the wheat will 
not show u | • in I he spring.
